But not since 1948 has there been serious talk 
of hi idge-building. Officials feel it has taken 14 
years to clear the air following the Burlington Coun­ 
ty bridge sales scandal. 


At that time, a syndicate of resourceful men 
secretly bought the Tacony•Palmyra and Burling­ 
ton Bristol Budge and resold them to Burlington 
County at a $3 million profit. 


Some observers see political maneuverings in 
today’s bridge planning; others insist the growth 
of the twocounty area must be paramount. With 
this there can tx* no quarrel for the projected fig­ 
ures on population growth make interesting read­ 
ing.

The 
two-laner has been rated by engineers as having a 
"practical capacity" of 800 cars per hour and a 
’’possible capacity” of 1,660 vehicles.

On June ll, a 20-year-old Croy­ 
don girl nearly lost her life when 
a brake shoe flew off a passing 
train and sailed through the wind 
shield of the car in which she and 
four other women were going to 
work. The entire left side of her 
face tom away, Patricia McLaugh­ 
lin remained in critical condition 
for several days at Lower Bucks 
County Hospital before showing 
improvement. She was discharged 
from the hospital yesterday.

Crisis ‘Over’ 


ALGIERS < UPL—A top aide of 
dissident Vice Premier Ahmed 
Ben Bella returned to Oran today 
from key talks in Paris and said 
the political crisis in Algeria was 
over. 
Mohammed Khider made the 
statement after seizure of Algiers 
by “neutral” troops gave a pow 
erful boost to Ben Bella’s efforts 
to take over control of Algeria. 
Ben Bella was at Oran Airport 
to meet Khider, who had gone to 
Paris to round up support among 
Algerians there for the vice-pre- 
mier’s plan to create a political 
bureau that would guide Algeria’s 
conversion into a one-party state 
“ Now the crisis is entirely end 
ed,” Khider said. "I will go back 
to Algiers tomorrow morning and 
the whole political bureau will 
very certainly be installed there 
Thursday or Friday."

Hoffman said the infant, born 
prematurely, was seriously de­ 
formed in all four limbs. The de­ 
formity apparently was caused by 
the mother’s use of sleeping tab­ 
lets, caUed contergan. a thalido­ 
mide-containing European product 
which has caused thousands of 
babies to be born deformed in Eu 
rap* and at least six cases in the 
United States, he said.

Fall and spring are the most trying for motor­ 
ists because, due to tides and time of sunrise and 
sunset, openings often occur during the peak rush 
hours. It is estimated that 15 percent of the open­ 
ings take place during the bridge’s busiest hours, 
averaging once every 1.4 weekdays. 
Bridge officials have no control over the time 
or number of openings; Federal law requires that 
bridges open on the demand of any vessel. And the 
ships passing under the bridge pay no toll! 
There are other annoyances that plague drivers 
on the narrow crossing which has been termed a 
‘’nickel indignity.” The bridge and its approaches 
are cleaned each week during daytime hours by a 
slow moving mechanical sweeper. According to 
Marvin Bakley, superintendent of the bridge main­ 
tenance crew, cleaning late at night when traffic 
is light, is hazardous for the driver of the sweeper. 
Tractors and other heavy pieces of equipment, 
which seemingly crawl across the bridge at a 
snail’s pace, are allowed access at all hours, too. 
The only regulation concerning these is one of size.

Why was such a narrow bridge ever built? 
Many a disgusted motorist has pondered this when 
he realized the Tacony-Palmyra span, with its four 
lanes, is actually a year or two older than the two 
laner.

Tile fact is, the sm aller bridge is a depression 
baby. Its size was cut down by the stock market 
crash of 1929. In that year, Lloyd Cross of Delanco, 
N.J., a civil engineer, was promoting the idea of a 
bridge, trying to interest investors Understand­ 
ably, money was hard to raise. Finally, after paring 
its proposed dimensions, Cross persuaded McClin- 
tock and Marshall to underwrite the project. 
In addition to finding backers, the Delamo man 
was influential in having Federal legislation passed 
to permit the bridge’s construction by a private 
concern. (Editor’s Note: A retired Colonel in the 
Army Corps of Engineers, Cross is now Forest and 
Water District Engineer of eastern Pennsylvania.)

Today the Delaware River, from Palmyra to 
Florence on the New Jersey side, and Philadelphia 
to Bristol in Pennsylvania, is being eyed intently 
by many groups, each with a different approach to 
the problem.
